Citizens. Savs Garrison. 

Under the title "Reasonable Prepar- 
ation" l.indlev M. Garrnon. Secretary 
of War. in the current issue of the In- 
dependent Mngi,ine, -ound* the key- 
note of an appeal for a rational scheme 
. f national def. n»e. 

Mr. Garrison in his article quote* the 
argument* of the pea.'i -at-any-price ad- 
vocates who say the Unit, d States 
ah mid set the example by leaving it- 
self helple** to the nations of the 
world. He declares the history of the 
Uattad States ahowa that thia country 
luring the 1:RI years of ita exiater.ee 
has actually been setting thia example. 

What is happening upon the con- 
tinent of Europe." he write*, "doe* 
net »eerr, to have been a happy out-! 
come of our example any more than 
does what ha* just happened in the far 
East. Mr. Garrison says: 

"How should the American people 
view the ^problem of nation defense? 
Circumstances force this .jueation upon 
our attention whether we will or not. 
Every citizen worthy of hia privilege* 
must give it full ami free conaideration 
and not re.t until it ha* been aettled to 
hia .atisfacl'on. It i* not mererly a 
mrtter of selfish interest to each utizen 
though that aspect should enter into 
his consideration. A great nation like 
the United States of Ame.ica owe* a 
duty to ita citizens in the protection of 
their live* aim property, but it has also 
undertaken the s..le:.,n obligation of 
handing down unimpaired those princip- 
les of government which were obtained 
by the heroism and enlightened intel- 
ligent of our torefather*."
